NOTE A — SUMMARY OF ACCOUNTING POLICIES

Accounting principles followed by the Company and the methods of applying those principles which

materially affect the determination of financial position, results of operation and cash flows are

summarized below:

Organization

The firm is authorized to operate as broker-dealer in securities under the Securities and Exchange Act of

1934 and is a member of FINRA and the Securities Investor Protection Corporation.
